May 17.-The Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, and 
its nineteen subsidiary corporations, 
were declared by the Supreme Court 
1 of the United States to be a conspir- 
' acy and combination in restaint of 
trade. It was also held to be monop- 
olizing interstate commerce in vio- 

t' lation of the Sherman anti-trust law.

Denying the Right of Courts to 
Play Favorites. 

Washington, May 16. — Govern- 
mental Washington in all its branch- 
es—legislative, executive and judi- 
cial—gave over the greater part of 
today to a discussion of the supreme 
court's disposition of the Standard 
Oil case. 

While there was much gratifica 
^'on in administration circles over 
the order for the dissolution of the 
giant corporation, which has bean 
declared "an unreasonable" combi- 
nation and monopoly in restraint of 
trade, there was some misgiving aa 
to the interpretation of the anti- 
trust law giving the courts the right 
to determine whether a monopoly 
was "reasonable" and declaring a 
"reasonable" monopoly not to be in 
contravention of the statute. 

President Taft. who a liitle more 
than a year ago, in a special message 
to congress declared that under su- 
preme court precedents there could 
by no such things as "reasonable" 
and "unreasonable" restraints .of 
trade, or in other words, "good 
trusts" and "bad trusts." was said 
today to Have been disappointed that 
the court should have seen fit to re- 
verse itself in this important matter 

COURT LEGISLATION. 

Justice Harlan held that his broth 
er judges had no right to usurp the 
functions of the legislative branch 
of the government by writing into 
the statute a differentiation between 
"reasonable" and "unreasonable." 
He declared that congress had re 
SiBted all appeals to so amend the 
act and that there was every reason 
to believe that such an amendment 
could never be put through tne leg 
ialative branch. Under these cir- 
cumstances and in their extremity, 
great aggregations of wealth ap- 
plied to the court in an effort to 
have it construe the law in a way 
that would be a flat reversal of what 
it had held on two previous occa- 
sions. 

Justice Harlan declined to be a 
party to such a reversal, and hence 
his dissenting opinion. He denounced 
as "the most alarming tendency of 
the day" the tendency to judicial 
legislation. Men of power, he said, 
always were trying to get the courts 
to do what congresa would not.

FOR REFORMED ALPHABET. 

Shall the world's final "script be 
Roman, such letters as we use, or 
Arabic or Chinew? The Roman 

script has by far the liest chance and 
the best claim. Efforts are making 
to introduce it in China and Japan, 
and now the effort is making to in- 
terest India in reducing its 50 al- 
phabets to a single one. 

In the 200 languages of India 
there are only about sixty-three sep- 
arate sounds, but it would take some 
20,000 characters to represent them 
in print, as so many are syllabic. But 
before a Roman alphabet can be 
adopted it should be reformed. 

Simplified spelling is good and 
can be greatly extended, but a scien- 
tific alphabet, made by international 
conference, is of the first importance 
to perfect what is called the mis- 
sionary alphabet. — Independent

Editor Kentucikan: 

There is such an effort being made 
by the press to educate the masses 
regarding tubercolosis and other 
diseases, I thought a few remarks 
on some of our modern troubles 
might be in order. And sines few 
except physicians read the medical 
journals, it is to the newspapers and 
magazines we must look to dissemi 
nate knowledge of this character 
among the laity. So. if you will be 
so kind as to allow me space in your 
valuable paper, I will express the 
result of 
this line. 

Appendicitis having become quite 
prominent we will first notice that. 
In order to a proper understanding 
of what it is. we must take a little 
glance at the anatomy of the parts 
involved. The alimentary canal (and 
that is the channel through which all 
our food passes,) is approximately 
about thirty feet long, and is one 
continuous tube divided into sec 
tions, and has a diversity of names. 
From the mouth to the stomach, 
which is about nine inches, it varies 
from one to one and a half inches in 
diameter. The stomach being a 
mere dilitation or an enlargement of 
same, and about four by twelve 
inches— of course this is the average 
for an adult and not an infant. After 
leaving the stomach it is again small, 
until it reaches the extreme lower 
part of the abdomen. On the right 
side the smaller bowel enters the 
large bowel at almost a right angle. 
And right here attached to the large 
bowel is a little fleshy tube, from 
three to six inches long and about 
the size of a goose quill, and this is 
what is called tha£appcndix vcrmi- 
formis, from its resemblance to a 
worm. Being hollow, with one end 
connected with the large bowel, fe- 
cal matter and sometimes foreign 
substances, such as seeds, find their 
way into this tube, giving rise to 
imflammation. This is what is called 
appendicitis, often necessitating an 
operation, which, if donfe in time, 
while it is confined to the tube, in 
the vast majority of cases is success- 
ful. But, if deferred, is liable to 
set up general inflammation of the 
covering of the bowel, which is of 
the gravest magnitude. Now as to 
the cause. As stated before, fecal 
matter, foreign substances, etc., are 
the direct or exciting agents; but 
behind these are the prime or pre- 
disposing cause?, and of these is one 
that I think contributes more than 
any one else, and that is constipa- 
tion. 

Replying to this, I would say there 
are numerous factors entering into 
the cause, but the first I would men 
lion is eating too much flour bread 
and not enough corn bread. Forty 
years ago constipation was, compar- 
atively, rarely known. There was 
not near as much flour bread con- 
sumed. Arid the flour had a great 
deal of the bran left in it. Hut now, 
with the improved roller mills ma- 
, kintf patent flour, all the bran is
